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REMARKS 

Claim 1-15, 17-31, 33-34, 36-38, and 40-42 are pending in this application. 

DOUBLE PATENTING REJECTION OVER 410 PATENT 

The Office has rejected claims 1-15, 17-31, 33-34, 36-38, and 40-42 under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-28 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,586,110 in viev^ of Applicant's disclosure of the prior art. Applicant 
respectfully traverses the rejection for the reasons of record. 

However, in an effort solely to expedite prosecution. Applicant has filed the 
accompanying Terminal Disclaimer over this patent. Accordingly, Applicant requests 
v^ithdrawal of this ground of rejection.
